Passed  at  the  Session  begun  and  held  at  Boston, 
ON  THE  Twenty-seventh  Day  of  May,  A.D.  1747. 


CHAPTER    1. 

VOTE    FOR    ENCOURAGIXG    THE    INDIANS    OF    THE    SIX    NATIONS    TO 
ATTACK   THE   ENEMY. 

Whereas  the  Vote  of  this  Court  of  the  fourth  of  February  last  ^f'^^f^^ftj, 
giving  a  Bounty  upon  Prisoners  &  Scalps  taken  &  brought  in  by  coum-ii',  xvui., 

any  Indians  in  Friendship  with  this  Governm*  stands  limitted  to  — 

such  Indians  as  shall  go  out  by  Order  of  the  Governm'  &  the  ^aTpp'n"i-2 
Bounty  of  Five  pounds  given  in  order  to  fit  out  any  such  Indians  Province ' 
is  limitted  to  those  who  go  out  from  the  Borders  of  this  Province  chap.  274. "'     ' 
by  means  whereof  the  said  Vote  has  been  ineffectual  for  the  good 
Ends  designed. 

Therefore 

Ordered  that  the  said  Vote  be  &  hereby  is  superseded  &  sett  aside, 
&  that  for  a  present  Encouragement  to  said  Indians,  a  Sum  not  ex- 
ceeding One  thousand  Pounds  be  &  hereby  is  granted  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  publick  Treasury  into  the  Hands  of  John  Stoddard  Esq.  who 
is  desired  to  give  Directions  by  himself  immediately  or  by  some  proper 
Agents  for  the  disposal  of  the  same  in  fitting  out  &  rewarding  from 
time  to  time  any  Indian  or  Party  of  Indians  in  friendship  with  this 
Government,  who  shall  go  out  against  the  Enemy  or  shall  make  any 
Spoils  upon  them,  the  Reward  to  be  in  proportion  to  the  Service,  & 
according  to  the  best  Discretion  of  said  John  Stoddard  Esq.  he  to 
render  an  Account  of  his  Proceedings  herein. 

And  it  is  further 

Ordered  that  the  Cloathing  &  Amunition  already  supplied  Coll. 
Stoddard  for  the  Purposes  of  the  aforementioned  Vote,  be  disposed 
of  by  him  according  to  his  Discretion  in  like  manner  with  One  thou- 
sand Pounds  granted  by  this  Vote,  also 

Voted  that  his  Excellency  the  Governour  be  desired  to  write  in 
the  Name  of  this  Government  to  the  several  Governments  of  New 
York.  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut  Rhode  Island,  New  Jersey, 
Pensylvania.  &  Mary  land,  desiring  them  to  join  in  encourageing 
&  promoting  the  favourable  Disposition  which  now  appears  in  the 
Indians  of  the  Six  Nations  against  the  French  &  Indian  Enemy.

It  is  judged,  after  mature  Consideration  had  of  the  j^resent  dis- 
tressing Circumstances  of  these  three  Colonies,  &  thereupon  the 
Commissioners  agree  to  report  to  their  Constituents  that  they  unan- 
imously are  of  Opinion, 

1.  That  an  Expedition  be  carried  on  against  the  Frencli  Fort  at 
Crown  Point  for  the  Reduction  of  that  Fortress. 

2.  That  it  will  be  necessary  that  Four  thousand  Men  (Officers 
included)  be  raised  with  as  many  of  the  Six  Nations  &  their  Allies 
as  may  be  obtained,  to  carry  on  the  said  Expedition,  &  that  it  will 
be  necessary  these  Troops  be  at  Albany  by  the  fifteenth  of  April 
next,  ready  to  march  for  the  aforesaid  Purpose. 

3.  That  as  the  engaging  the  Six  Nations  et  their  xVllies  in  this  & 
other  Services  against  the  Common  Enemy  is  of  great  Importance 
to  the  British  Government,  It  is  judged  necessary  that  such  of  the 
Indians  as  shall  engage  in  the  said  Expedition  &  go  into  into  ^  the

4.  That  as  a  further  means  of  securing  &  engaging  the  said 
Indians  in  the  Service  of  the  English,  &  to  prevent  their  being 
seduced  to  revolt  to  the  French,  It  is  agreed  that  it  be  proposed 
to  each  of  the  said  Governments,  that  a  Gun.  Smith  be  sent  to 
Each  of  the  Tribes  following,  viz.  the  Onoidas  Onendagas,  Cay- 
agas  &  Senecas,  &  two  men  with  each  Gun  Smith,  to  continue 
with  them  until  the  next  Spring,  &  that  the  said  Persons  be  in- 
structed to  be  as  obliging  as  may  be  to  the  Indians  with  whom  they 
live  &  converse,  &  do  all  in  their  Power  to  establish  &  increase  the 
Interest  of  the  English  with  them,  &  from  Time  to  Time  advise 
the  Governments  of  any  thing  they  shall  observe  necessary  or  that 
the  Indians  may  want  or  desire  to  be  done  for  that  purpose;  And 
that  there  be  purchas'd  suitable  Goods  to  the  Value  of  Three  hun- 
dred &  Sixty  Pounds  New  York  Currency,  to  be  put  into  the  hands 
of  said  Smiths  or  of  one  of  the  Men  that  go  with  them  respectively, 
to  be  given  to  the  several  Nations  aforesaid  (Except  Sixty  Pounds 
thereof  to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  some  suitable  Persons  for  the 
Mohawks)  to  be  distributed  as  follows,  viz.  One  hundred  &  twenty 
Pounds  to  the  Senecas,  Sixty  Pounds  to  the  Oneidas  &  Tuscaroras, 
Sixty  Pounds  to  the  Cayugas,  &  Sixty  Pounds  to  the  Onendagas; 
&  that  the  several  Persons  render  an  Accompt  upon  Oath  of  the 
Disposition  of  said  Goods  to  the  respective  Governments  &  that  the 
Charges  of  the  Smiths  &  others  attending  them,  as  also  the  said 
Three  hundred  &  sixty  Pounds  be  born  &  paid  in  the  proportion 
following,  viz.  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  nine  TAventieth  Parts,  New 
York,  Eight,  Twentieth  Parts  Connecticutt,  Three  Twentieths,  but 
these  Proportions  not  to  be  drawn  into  Precedent  upon  any  other 
Occasion  hereafter. 

5,  That  (besides  what  Governour  Clinton  has  assured  the  Com- 
mission" shall  be  supplied  gratis,  of  the  Batteaux,  Cannon  &  war- 
like Stores  &  Implements  in  the  Province  of  New  York,  provided 
at  his  Majesty's  Expence)  the  General  &  Common  Expence  neces- 
sary for  engaging  &  rewarding  the  Indians,  paying  the  Officers  of 
the  Train  of  Artillery,  &  for  the  Common  Store  of  Shot,  Gun  Pow- 
der &  other  military  Preparations,  necessary  for  the  Common  Ser- 
vice, be  provided  by  &  at  the  Charge  of  the  Governments  engaging 
in  this  Service,  &  that  the  Proportions  and  Quotas  of  the  Govern- 
ments for  these  Services,  as  well  as  for  the  keeping  &  supporting 
(if  reduced)  until  his  Majesty's  Pleasure  be  known,  be  as  above- 
mentioned;  And  that  whatsoever  Part  or  Proportion  either  of  Men 
or  Money  any  other  Governm*^  shall  undertake  to  bear  &  furnish, 
shall  lessen  the  Parts  of  these  three  Governments  according  to  the 
aforesaid  Proportion;  And  the  Legislatures  of  Each  Government 
engaging  in  this  Enterprize  raise,  equip,  provide  for,  subsist  &  j^ay 
their  own  Troops,  as  also  appoint  Commissaries  to  take  Care  of 
their  own  Stores,  saving  that  the  Government  of  New  York,  be 
not  obliged  to  raise  above  Twelve  hundred  Men,  The  Massachusetts 
Commiss"  agreeing  to  propose  to  their  Constituents  to  raise  Four

7'^  That  Each  Government  apjjoint  a  Committee  of  one  or  more 
Persons  to  meet  at  Middleton,  in  Connecticutt  on  the  eleventh  Day 
of  December  next,  or  as  soon  after  as  may  be,  in  order  to  determine 
&  ascertain  the  Particulars  necessary  to  be  provided  at  the  Common 
Charge  of  the  Governments  also  to  agree  what  i^articular  Sorts  of 
Species  of  the  said  Particulars,  each  Government  shall  undertake 
to  provide,  having  Regard  to  said  Proportion. 

8.  That  the  Commissioners  here  present,  having  made  Report  to 
their  respective  Constituents,  of  what  Measures  are  hereby  agreed 
upon,  the  Governours  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  New  York  &  Con- 
necticutt be  desired  by  the  respective  assemblies  of  these  Govern- 
ments to  apply  to  the  Governours  of  the  Several  other  Provinces  & 
Colonies  from  Virginia  to  New  Hampshire  inclusive,  to  recommend 
it  to  y""  several  Assemblies  fully  to  Join,  according  &  in  proportion 
to  their  Ability,  in  this  Common  Undertaking  against  his  Majesty's 
Enemies,  &  to  unite  with  these  Governments  in  the  mutual  Defence 
&  Security  of  his  Majesty's  Colonies  on  the  Continent  of  North 
America,  &  in  particular  desiring  them  to  send  their  Committee 
to  meet  at  Middleton  aforesaid  to  engage  in  this  Undertaking  & 
to  agree  upon  what  Part  they  respectively  will  provide  for  Men, 
Money  &  Common  Stores  necessary  for  the  engaging  and  encour- 
aging the  Indians,  &  for  carrying  on  the  said  Expedition,  also  re- 
questing as  speedy  an  Answer  as  may  be  to  the  Governours  of  these 
Governments  respectively  what  their  several  Government  will  under- 
take in  this  important  Enterprize. 

9.  That  in  the  mean  Time  while  the  Preparations  are  making  for 
the  proposed  Expedition,  Application  be  made  to  his  Majesty  by  the 
Legislatures  of  Each  of  these  Governments  for  such  a  Naval  Force 
as  may  be  sufficient  to  go  up  the  River  of  S'  Lawrence,  &,  either 
divert  or  subdue  that  part  of  the  Country,  &  in  Case  of  an  Assur- 
ance of  a  Sufficiency  to  command  the  River  &  attack  the  Fortresses 
there,  &  y*  it  be  his  Majesty's  Pleasure  the  Expedition  be  carried  on 
against  Canada,  that  then  the  Preparations  &  Necessaries  designed 
more  immediately  for  an  Expedition  against  Crown  Point,  be  em- 
ployed &  carried  on  against  Canada  for  the  reduction  of  the  Same 
with  such  Additional  Force  as  can  be  raised,  &  in  that  Case  that 
Application  at  the  same  time  be  made  as  aforesaid,  That  the  Quotas 
of  the  several  Governments  be  settled,  &  that  those  who  are  deficient 
be  enjoined  to  furnish  the  same. 

10*  That  in  Case  the  other  Governments,  who  have  not  sent  their 
Commiss'Uothis  Meeting  to  concert  Measures  for  the  Common  Good 
of  his  Majesty's  Subjects  shall  after  Application  made  to  them  as 
before  proposed  &  Notice  of  the  Conclusions  &  Approbation  thereof 
by  these  Governments,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  them  in  these 
*  important  Affairs  for  the  mutual  Defence  &  Security  of  his  Maj- 

esty's Subjects  &  Interest,  That  then  Application  be  made  as  afore- 
said for  the  Royal  Injunctions  to  be  laid  on  the  several  deficient 
Governments  to  furnish  &  Provide  their  Proportion  &  Quotas  of 
Men  &  Money  necessary  for  the  future  general  Defence  &  Security 
of  his  Majesty's  Colonies  &  for  carrying  on  any  proper  Scheme  for 
the  Annoyance  of  the  Common  Enemy. 
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11.  That  in  Case  the  proposed  Expedition  against  Crown  Point 
only  go  forward  &  no  Ships  of  War  are  sent  by  his  Majesty  to  go

be  destroyed  by  their  inhumane  Enemies  abovesaid,  who  are  exceed- 
ingly supported,  Sj)irited  &  advantaged  by  the  aboves''  Crown  Point 
Fort;  The  Commissioners  being  sensible  that  it  is  as  truly  unreason- 
able &  destructive  to  these  Goverments,  to  supply  all  the  Men  & 
Money  necessary  to  defend  his  Majesty's  Subjects  &  Interests  in 
North  America,  as  it  would  be  for  a  small  part  of  the  Nation  to 
be  at  the  Expence  of  defending  the  whole,  there  being  divers  more 
wealthy  &  populous  Governments  tlian  we  are,  who  have  been  &  are 
defended  by  us,  &  therefore  in  all  reason  ought  to  bear  their  propor- 
tion of  tlie  Common  Defence  both  with  Men  &  Money. 

17.  The  above  Articles  we  agree  to  recommend  to  &  in  all  proper 
Ways  to  endeavour  they  may  be  ratified  by  the  Governments  to  wliich 
we  respectively  belong;  None  of  which  shall  be  obligatory  on  any  of 
the  three  Governments  but  such  as  shall  be  ratified  by  all.

Eight  Heirs  of  the  said  Deceased ;  As  also  that  the  afores'^  Guar- 
dian, give  Security  to  the  s*^  Judge  for  the  faithful  Discharge  of 
his  Trust,  &  to  accompt  for  such  Sum,  as  he  shall  receive,  pursu- 
ant to  Law.     [^Passed  December  39. 
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CHAPTER    164. 

ORDER  ACCEPTING    THE  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE   IN    REGARD  TO 
THE   AFFAIRS  OF  THE   INDIANS  OF  STOCKBRIDGE. 

Legislative  PURSUANT  TO  THE  Order  of  the  Great  &  General  Court  of  the 

Council,  xix.,  17'^  of  Junc  last,  appointing  a  Committee  to  repair  to  the  Town 
Archfve^s^,'  0^  Stockbridge,  to  inquire  into  the  several  Articles  in  the  Petition 
xxxi.,  650. 678.  of  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Town,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  their 
Mass.  Lands;  The  said  Committee  on  the  4**^  day  of  Novem''   Currant 

xxxi.^eli,  653,  (having  travel'd  to  said  Town,)  notified  the  English  &  Indian  In- 
j^iinmrrfp. 28  habitants  to  meet  with  them;  &  when  they  were  come  together, 
29, 31, 135.  '  first  proposed  to  the  Indians,  to  lay  before  the  Committee  any 
La^s^ii!,  1066,  Grievances  or  Difficulties  they  had  relating  to  their  Lands;  Which 
v^tii^cht^^-u-  they  proceeded  to  do;  To  which  the  English  were  allowed  to  reply; 
p. 320,' chap.    '  The  said  Objections  &  Answers  are  as  follows; 

Objection  the  first,  Some  of  the  Indians  informed  us,  that  a 
Number  of  their  Tribe  about  nine  years  past  had  sold  to  M''  Wood- 
bridge  the  Schoolmaster,  One  Mile  square  of  Land ;  which  others 
of  them  never  consented  to:  Answer,  M""  Woodbridg  in  Answer 
thereto  says,  that  some  of  the  Indians  importuned  him  from  time 
to  time,  to  buy  a  Mile  square  of  their  Land  that  they  might  be 
enabled  to  build  English  Houses:  He  refused  to  comply  with  their 
Motion  unless  they  would  add  One  hundred  &  fifty  Acres  in  the 
South  Part ;  for  that  the  other  was  such  swampy  broken  Land,  it 
would  not  do  for  a  Settlement. 

The  Indians  that  sold  this  Land  also  say,  they  had  Right  to  sell 
it,  because  nine  of  them  purchased  &  paid  for  the  Land,  of  the 
Indians  that  owned  it,  who  did  not  live  at  Stockbridge,  which  they 
were  obliged  to  before  they  had  a  Title,  the  General  Courts  Grant 
notwithstanding. 

Object.  2*^  Altho  the  Indians  allow  that  the  Line  of  the  above 
Tract  of  Land  sh''  be  brought  South,  where  the  said  M""  W^oodbridge 
proposed,  yet  they  say  they  never  understood  that  there  was  sold  in 
that  Place  more  than  One  mile  square  &  fifty  Acres  whereas  in  the 
Deed  it  is  One  mile  square,  &  one  hundred  &  fifty  Acres:  Answ' 
To  which  M"'  Woodbridge  answers,  He  frequently  told  the  Indians 
before  he  bought  it,  he  would  not  be  concerned  with  it,  unless  he 
had  the  Hundred  &  fifty  Acres  added;  &  he  divers  times  plan'd  it 
upon  the  Floor  before  them,  &  they  must  needs  understand  it,  & 
that  he  had  never  heard  any  Objection  from  them  till  very  lately, 
th6  Part  of  the  Hundred  &  fifty  Acres  had  been  improved  divers 
years  past;  And  he  declares  he  paid  them  the  full  Value  of  the 
AVhole  of  the  Land,  &  that  some  of  the  Indians  helpt  to  lay  it 
out.  The  Committee  report  upon  the  two  Articles  above  men- 
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tioned,  That  notwithstanding  the  Sale  of  the  Indian  Lands  with- 
out Liberty  of  the  General  Court,  is  not  legal,  &  it  is  uncertain, 
whether  the  Lidians  understood  the  Deed  to  include  the  whole 
Hundred  &  fifty  ilcres,  tho  the  Committee  are  satisfied  M''  Wood- 
bridge  did  think  they  understood  it ;  yet  inasmuch  as  the  Land  was 
sold  to  enable  the  Indians  to  build  English  Houses  in  the  Infant 
State  of  the  Town;  &  It  appearing  to  us,  the  said  M""  Woodbridge 
spent  the  Prime  of  his  Life,  &  most  of  his  Estate  in  the  Service 
of  the  said  Indians;  We  are  of  the  Opinion  that  the  whole  of  the 
said  Land,  together  with  the  fifty  Acres  more,  contained  in  said 
Deed,  which  Fifty  Acres  he  bought  of  Cpt.  Kuncapot  (about  which 
there  is  no  Dispute)  be  confirmed  to  the  said  M''  Woodbridge,  his 
Heirs  &  Assigns. 

3.  The  Indians  complain.  That,  at  M""  Sergeants  Direction,  they 
spent  many  days  towards  clearing  a  Piece  of  Land  &  getting  Stuff 
to  fence  it;  &  Coll.  Ephraim  Williams  objected  to  their  Proceed- 
ing; &  M'  Sergeant  told  them,  they  must  not  go  on;  Upon  which 
the  Indians  say,  they  were  much  discouraged,  &  thought  they  must 
clear  Land  no  where.  Answ'  To  which  Coll.  Williams  answered, 
That  he  objected,  because  the  Indians  had  told  him  before,  that  the 
English  should  have  that  Land,  &  that  it  was  but  a  small  Piece,  lying 
between  other  Lots  of  Land  belonging  to  the  English,  &  very  incon- 
venient that  the  Indians  should  have  it :  Upon  viewing  the  Land, 
the  Committee  are  of  Opinion  That  the  English  be  allowed  to  take 
up  said  Land,  as  part  of  their  Eight;  &  that  those  of  the  English 
who  take  it  up  pay  to  the  Indians  who  did  the  Labour  Ten  Pounds 
Old  Ten^ 

4thiy  rpi^g  Indians  informed  us  that  M'  Samuel  Brown  had  set  up 
his  House  on  their  Land :  In  Answer,  M""  Brown  allowed  it  to 

be  true ;  &  said  that  the  Reason  of  it  was,  a  Mistake  in  Measure :  he 
began  to  measure  at  the  Line  of  mark'd  Trees,  which  he  supposed 
was  right,  but  afterwards  appeared  to  be  wrong;  Upon  which  he 
agreed  with  the  Indians  for  nineteen  Acres  of  Land,  &  paid  them 
Twenty  eight  Pounds  ten  shillings  Old  Tenor  for  it ;  To  which  the 
Indians  also  agreed:  The  Committee  are  of  Opinion  that  the 

said  Nineteen  Acres  be  confirmed  to  the  said  Samuel  Brown  his 
Heirs  &  Assigns. 

5*''  The  Indians  informed  us,  that  Coll.  AVilliams  had  eight  Acres 
of  Interval  Land,  which  he  promised  after  three  Years  Improvem' 
to  exchange  for  Upland,  but  kept  it  still :  Answ'  To  which  Coll. 
Williams  answered,  He  never  promised  it  absolutely;  but  only  in 
case  he  could  spare  it,  when  he  came  to  improve  his  Lands  on  the 
Hill ;  &  further,  that  that  Land  was  Part  of  a  Right  bought  of  a 
Dutchman,  allowed  by  the  Governm'  to  settle  in  the  Town;  but 
said,  he  now  stood  ready  to  exchange  it  for  some  of  the  wild  Land 
in  the  Town,  he  might  pitch  upon,  &  was  willing  indifferent  Men 
sh''  determine  the  Quantity ;  To  which  the  Indians  would  not  agree : 
Both  Parties  agreed  to  let  the  Matter  rest  until  Coll.  Williams  had 
some  Out  Lands  laid  out  to  him,  &  then  an  Equivalent  should  be 
added  therto  for  the  Interval. 

,.th!y  TYYiQ  Indians  complain  that  the  English  layout  Lands  they 
know  not  how  much,  nor  when  they  will  have  done,  &  that  no 
Indian  was  with  them;  And  that  they  did  not  lay  out  Swamps  & 
Ponds:  Answ'  Upon  which  the  English  produced  the  Plan 

of  the  Lands  they  had  laid  out ;  And  it  appeared  that  the  several 
Tracts  were  laid  out  joining  upon  one  an  other  (except  two,)  they 
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also  shewed  the  Number  of  Acres  they  had  laid  out  to  each  Man, 
&  the  Eemainder  that  was  yet  to  be  laid  out  to  the  English  was 
Four  hundred  &  eighty  five  Acres,  two  Qu.  &  38  Rods:  The  Eng- 
lish said,  the  Reason  why  they  did  not  notify  the  Indians,  was  That, 
before  they  laid  out  any  Lands,  they  with  the  Indians,  agreed  upon 
a  Line,  running  Northerly  &  Southerly  in  the  wast  or  Out  Lands 
of  the  Town;  on  the  East  side  whereof,  the  English  were  to  lay 
out  where  they  pleased,  &  on  the  West  side,  the  Indians  where  they 
pleased:  To  which  Line,  the  Indians  also  agreed;  but  further  say 
the  Plan  may  contain  too  much  Land :  To  which  they  replied.  They 
were  willing  to  have  the  Land  surveyed  a  new  by  a  Surveyour  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Court. 

7'y  Cpt.  Kuncapot  complains  that  M''  Joseph  Woodbridge  has 
fenced  ten  Acres  of  his  Land  into  said  Woodbridges  Lot :  Answ'' 
M''  Woodbridge  answered  he  was  not  present  when  his  Land  was  laid 
out,  but  fenced  where  he  was  directed;  Both  Parties  agreed  to  have 
the  Matter  settled  by  a  Survey  which  the  General  Court  should 
appoint. 

8'hiy  The  Indians  informed  us  That  they  were  told  at  first  That 
but  few  Families,  besides  the  Minister  &  School  master  sh*^  settle 
with  them;  But  now  there  are  many  Families  settled  in  the  Place: 
Upon  which  the  Committee  told  them,  that  it  must  be  allowed  that 
it  was  reasonable  that  as  the  English  increased,  they  should  settle 
their  Children  on  their  Lands ;  The  Indians  allowed  it  was  reason- 
able but  said  they  were  not  told  so  at  first. 

9'y  One  of  the  Indians  complained  that  he  cleared  a  Bog  Meadow 
to  cut  Hay,  &  that  M'  Jones  cut  it:  Answ'  M''  Jones  replied 

that  he  knew  of  no  other  Clearing  but  burning  the  Meadow  in  the 
Spring,  That  it  was  in  the  common  Land ;  Notwithstanding,  he  was 
willing,  &  did  agree  to  pay  the  Indian  for  the  Grass;  Both  the  Eng- 
lish &  Indians  informed  us,  that  the  Indians  had  agreed  that  Two 
hundred  Acres  of  their  Land  should  be  laid  out  for  the  Use  of 
Boarding  School  for  the  Indian  Children,  Agreable  to  M'  Ser- 
geant's printed  Proposals;  &  that  the  Place  they  had  agreed  upon 
was  in  the  Bow  of  the  River,  Westerly  of  the  Meetinghouse,  to 
be  bounded  North  on  Hannannedanocks  Land,  &  to  begin  at  his 
South  east  Corner,  at  the  River,  from  thence  to  run  Westerly,  agre- 
able to  the  Lines  of  the  Indians  Land,  already  laid  out,  thro  the 
River  on  the  Westerly  side,  &  to  extend  down  by  the  River,  on  the 
Westerly  side,  &  up  the  River  on  the  Easterly  side,  so  far  as  to 
make  Two  hundred  Acres,  yet  so  that  it  may  not  interfere  with 
any  Land  heretofore  laid  out  to  any  of  the  Indians.  The  Committee 
are  of  Opinion  that  a  Plan  be  made  of  the  said  Land  by  a  Surveyor, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Court,  &  returned  for  Confirmation  to  the 
Use  and  Purpose  above  mentioned.  They  would  further  hum- 

bly report  that  upon  a  Motion  made  by  some  of  the  Indians  to  have 
some  Land  laid  out  to  them,  the  Committee  took  Occasion  to  inquire 
of  the  Indians,  What  Method  they  proposed  in  the  Laying  out  their 
Lands ;  &  It  appeared  they  had  no  Rule  among  them  to  govern  them- 
selves by  respecting  their  Lands:  We  then  proposed  to  them,  that 
they  should  form  them  selves  into  a  Propriety,  make  a  Book,  enter 
their  Proprietors  Names,  &  the  Quantity  &  Bounds  of  their  Lands 
already  laid  out,  &  such  as  hereafter  may  be  laid  out  to  them :  Which 
they  all  seemed  to  be  pleased  with ;  said  it  was  good.  We  proposed 
they  should  deliver  us  a  List  of  their  Proprietors  Names,  which  they 
promised ;  but  upon  the  next  Meeting  with  them,  they  told  us  they 
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had  fifty  six  Indian  Proprietors,  but  would  give  no  List  in  writing: 
It  appeared  plainly  to  us  they  had  a  Jealousy  that  thereby  they  should 
be  brought  to  submit  to  the  Laws  of  the  Governni*  Upon  which  we 
endeavoured  to  shew  them  what  Benefits  they  would  receive  by  con- 
forming to  the  Law :  Many  of  them  appeared  willing  to  be  governed 
as  English  men;  but  their  chief  Leader,  Umpechena  was  very  averse 
to  be  governed  by  the  Laws;  tho,  at  the  same  time,  he  allowed  they 
were  good,  so  far  as  he  knew  them ;  But  as  to  their  being  formed  into 
a  Propriety,  they  told  us  they  were  willing  to  submit  to  what  the 
Court  should  Order  in  that  Affair.  The  Committee  are  of  Opin- 
ion that  an  Order  pass  the  Court,  erecting  the  Indian  Inhabitants 
of  said  Town  into  a  Propriety,  &  tliat  they  be  enjoined  to  keep  a 
Proprietors  Book,  to  enter  their  Lands  that  have  been  or  may  be 
laid  out;  Also  in  said  Order  signify  to  them  that  they  conform  them 
selves  to  the  Laws,  not  only  as  they  respect  their  Propriety,  but  in 
all  other  Cases;  which  we  apprehend  will  tend  much  to  the  Peace 
&  good  Agreement  of  the  People  in  that  Town.  The  Committee 
further  report  that  the  English  Inhabitants  desired  a  Survey''  might 
be  sent  by  the  Court,  early  the  next  Spring,  to  lay  out  the  Remainder 
of  their  Land ;  the  Charge  to  be  born  as  the  Court  shall  direct :  Which, 
the  Committee  are  of  Opinion,  will  tend  to  the  future  Peace,  both 
of  English  &  Indians,  if  laid  out  on  the  East  Side  of  the  Dividing 
Line,  mentioned  in  the  Answer  to  the  sixth  Article;  And  further 
that  a  new  Survey  be  also  made  by  said  Surveyor  of  the  second  Divi- 
sion of  Lots,  laid  out  by  the  English,  or  at  least  so  many  of  them, 
as  shall  satisfy  the  Indians  that  the  former  Measure  is  true;  And 
also  that  he  new  run  the  Line  between  Cpt.  Kuncapot  &  Joseph 
Woodbridge,  as  mentioned  in  the  seventh  Article  of  the  Eeport; 
And  that  the  Surveyor  be  directed  to  lay  out  Lands,  on  the  West 
side  of  said  Divisional  Line,  to  such  Indians  as  desire  it,  not  exceed- 
ing One  hundred  Acres  to  one  Man:  And  finally  that  the  Mill 
stream  on  which  the  Mills  now  stand,  be  confirmed  to  the  present 
respective  Owners,  so  long  as  they  keep  up  Mills  thereon;  And  that 
a  Lot  of  Thirty  Acres  laid  out  by  Coll.  Williams,  called  the  Mill 
Lot,  be  confirmed  to  him  as  part  of  his  Right;  &  that  Liberty  for 
carrying  &  laying  Logs  &  Lumber  at  the  Saw  Mill  be  granted  to  the 
Owners  of  said  Mill:  All  which  is  submitted.  In  the  Name 
&  by  Order  of  the  Comm'*'®

fourteen  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  holding  said  Meeting, 
setting  forth  the  time,  place,  Ends  &  purposes  of  said  meeting,  at 
which  meeting  the  said  Proprietors  are  hereby  impowered  by  a  major 
Vote  to  assertain  the  Number  of  the  proprietors  &  what  each  pro- 
prietors proportion  shall  be  &  to  choose  a  Clerk  who  shall  be  under 
Oath  to  Record  all  Legal  Votes  Grants  &  Orders  of  said  Proprietors 
in  a  Book  for  that  purpose  &  also  of  all  the  Lands  heretofore  laid 
out  by  order  of  the  Committee  formerly  appointed  by  the  General 
Court  for  that  purpose,  and  the  said  Proprietors  are  hereby  impow- 
ered to  call  meetings  hereafter  at  any  time  that  Ten  of  said  Pro- 
prietors shall  Judge  necessary  they  applying  to  the  Clerk  by  writing 
under  their  hands  for  the  same  setting  forth  the  Ends  &  purposes 
of  said  Meeting  &  the  Clerk  posting  the  same  on  the  foreside  of  the 
meeting  house  fourteen  days  before  said  meeting  be  held  at  which 
meetings  respectively  the  major  part  of  said  Proprietors  are  hereby 
Impowered  to  Choose  a  Moderator  and  all  such  Officers  as  Proprie- 
tors of  General  Fields  by  y*^  Laws  of  this  province  may  do  &  for  the 
better  Eegulating  &  ordering  the  affairs  of  said  Propriety  &  to  divide 
t&  Dispose  of  their  undivided  Lauds  to  &  amongst  the  said  Proprie- 
tors or  any  of  them  as  they  shall  Judge  necessary  for  their  Settle- 
ment &  Improvement  and  also  may  admit  Indians  of  other  Tribes 
to  live  among  them  &  may  make  Grants  of  Lands  to  such  Indians 
in  order  to  their  improving  the  same  such  Grants  to  be  made  with 
this  Proviso  or  Condition  that  in  case  the  Grantee  or  his  Descend- 
ants shall  leave  the  Settlement  »&  Remove  from  said  Town  of  Stock- 
bridge  they  shall  not  have  Power  of  Alienating  or  any  ways  Disposing 
of  said  Granted  Lands  but  the  same  shall  Revert  to  the  proprietors. 

And  it  is  further  Declared  that  the  Indian  Inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Stockbridge  are  &  shall  be  Subjected  to  &  recieve  the  Benefit  of 
the  Laws  of  this  Government,  to  all  Intents  &  purposes  in  like  man- 
ner as  other  his  Majestys  Subjects  of  this  province  are  Subjected 
[to]  '  or  do  recieve  Provided  always  that  nothing  in  this  order  shall 
be  understood  to  Enable  any  of  his  Majestys  English  Subjects  to 
become  purchasers  of  any  part  of  the  Indian  Lands  contrary  to  the 
provision  made  by  Law  for  preventing  the  same. 
In  the  House  of  Rep''*"*

posed murderers;  they  being  also  suspected  of  being  present  at  the 
committing  said  Murder;  &  two  of  the  supposed  Murderers  having 
been  already  rescued  from  the  Officer  in  the  County  of  York,

The  Comm'^'"'  appointed  on  the  Petition  of  sundry  Indians  of  the 
Town  of  Stockbridge,  report  as  follows  viz*  That  the  Sixty 

Acres  of  Land  (first  mentioned  in  said  Petition)  lies  in  the  Second 
Division  of  Land  in  said  Town,  &  next  adjoining  to  Coll°  Ephraim 
Williams's  Home  Lot,  &  was  allowed  to  be  laid  out,  to  the  English 
by  a  Comm"'''  of  the  General  Court  (whose  Report  was  accepted) 
as  part  of  their  Right  &  partly  in  right  of  one  Browne,  Tliat  the 
Indians  Avere  encouraged  to  expect  by  the  first  Comm'^''  of  said 
Town,  to  have  their  proportion  of  the  second  Division  Lands,  near 
&  next  to  the  English  Settlers  Home  Lotts,  The  Indians  being 
uneasy  because  the  English  Settlers  had  so  much  in  said  Lots  near 
the  Meeting  House.  The  Comm*'^'^  further  observe  tliat  the  said 
Sixty  Acres  of  Land  was  assigned  to  the  Indians  by  the  Rev*^  M"" 
Sargent  &  M''  Woodbridge,  with  Promises  that  it  should  be  con- 
firmed to  them,  &  thereupon  that  the  Indians  laboured  many  days 
in  clearing  &  fitting  for  Improvement  said  Sixty  Acres  as  set  forth 
in  their  Petition,  However  the  Comm'""  find  that  the  said  Sixty 
Acres  of  Land  is  scituated  betwixt  two  Tracts  belonging  to  CoP 
Williams,  viz'  his  House  Lot  &  another  Lot  in  the  second  Division, 
&  therefore  it  Avould  be  inconvenient  for  said  Williams  not  to  have 
it;  The  Indians  are  willing  said  Williams  should  enjoy  it,  provided 
he  will  convey  to  them  Some  Meadow  Lands  scituate  in  the  midst  of 
their  Settlements,  viz' about  eight  Acres,  to  satisfy  for  their  Trouble; 
Labour  &  disappointment  respecting  said  Sixty  Acres.  As  to 

the  Thirty  Acres  laid  to  Col°  Williams  as  a  Mill  Lot,  the  Comm'"" 
observe  that  said  Thirty  Acres  is  part  of  the  Lands  belonging  to 
Capt  Kunkapot,  by  Exchange  of  Lands  he  held  in  Sheffield  some 
Miles  below,  This  Exchange  was  transacted  by  the  first  Comm"', 
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notwithstanding  which,  the  Comm"""  of  the  General  Court  in  1749 
(whereof  Oliver  Partridge  Esq""  was  Chairman)  assigned  said  Lands 
to  Col"  Williams  as  part  and  parcel  of  his  second  Division,  at  which 
said  Punkapot '  is  very  uneasy,  not  having  received  Satisfaction,  nor 
is  he  willing  to  part  with  it  on  any  Terms.

of  the  Indians  in  Stockbridge,  and  accordingly  granted  to  them  by 
the  Governm',  The  Government  granted  to  the  said  Woodbridge  & 
the  others  a  large  Tract  of  Lands  elsewhere  as  an  Equivalent  there- 
for.

Whereas  a  Considerable  Number  of  the  Indians  of  the  Six  Nations 
are  now  at  Stockbridge  and  are  come  Avith  an  Intent  to  Settle  within 
this  Province, 

In  Order  therefore  to  Encourage  so  good  a  Design. 

Voted  that  Josiah  Dwight  Esq""  and  Cap'  John  Ashley  with  such 
as  the  Honourable  Board  shall  appoint,  be  a  Committee  to  treat 
with  said  Indians  and  be  accountable  to  this  Court  for  their  pro- 
ceedings therein,  and  to  this  End  that  there  be  granted  and  paid 
out  of  the  Treasury  to  them  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  &  twenty 
five  pounds  to  be  laid  out,  for  the  support  &  encouragement,  of  such 
Indians  as  are  now  there,  or  shall  here  after  Join  them,  in  the  Course 
of  a  Year,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Committee.  And  be  given 
them  as  a  mark  of  Friendship  from  this  Government  on  their  first 
coming  to  Settle  among  us. 

That  the  Committee  aforesaid  be  directed  to  Conferr  with  said 
Indians  about  their  setling  among  the  English  and  of  some  proper 
place  that  shall  best  accomodate  them 

That  in  Case  they  should  pitch  upon  any  part  of  the  unappro- 
priated Lands  of  the  Province  said  Committee  be  directed  and  Im- 
powered  to  Survey  a  Tract  of  Land  of  the  Contents  of  Four  Miles 
square  and  return  a  platt  thereof  to  this  Court  as  soon  as  may  be. 

That  in  Case  they  should  preferr  the  Lands  Commonly  called  the 
Hop  Lands,  in  the  Township  of  Sheffield  NEast  Of  Stockbridge 
said  Committee  be  impowered  to  Conferr  with  the  Owners  thereof 
by  proposing  to  give  in  Exchange  therefor,  some  of  the  unappro- 
priated Lands  of  the  Province. 

That  Whatever  Land  shall  be  finally  determin'd  on  by  this  Court 
for  the  use  aforesaid,  said  Committee  in  the  Survey  thereof  make  a 
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reserve  of  one  hundred  acres  for  tlie  use  of  the  Missionary  and  two 
hundred  acres  more  for  the  use  of  the  School. 

That  in  Case  the  Indians  of  the  six  Nations  who  are  already  come 
to  Stockbridge  or  any  others  that  may  hereafter  come,  will  go,  dwell 
upon,  and  Improve  the  Lands  that  may  be  finally  determin'd  on,  by 
this  Court  for  them,  for  ten  Years,  that  at  the  Expiration  thereof 
the  said  Lands  be  Confirmed  to  them  and  to  their  heirs  forever  Pro- 
vided the  same  do  not  exceed  one  hundred  acres  to  each  Family,  & 
that  it  shall  not  be  hereafter  alienated  to  any  English  person  with- 
out the  approbation  of  the  General  Court,  and  in  case  the  whole 
Quantity  laid  out  shall  be  more  than  sufficient  to  accomodate  the 
Indians  as  aforesaid,  the  remainder  shall  lie  to  be  disposed  of  as 
the  General  Court  shall  hereafter  order.

His  Majestys  Council  I  ordered  them  to  Boston,  with  an  Intent  to 
cause  them  to  be  transported  to  the  Government  where  the  Fact 
was  committed,  and  I  am  informed  that  a  Vessell  is  now  bound 
thither  the  Master  of  which  is  willing  to  take  them  aboard,  if  he 
can  have  a  suitable  Consideration  therefor.  As  the  General  Court 
is  now  sitting  &  this  Affair  will  be  attended  with  some  Charge,  I 
think  it  convenient  to  acquaint  you  therewith,  that  you  may  con- 
sider thereof,  &  come  into  such  Resolutions  thereon  as  you  shall 
find  it  necessary.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referr'd  the  Complaint  of  the 
Eastern  Indians  touching  the  English  Claims  and  Settlements  on 
Kennebeck  River  above  Richmond  Fort,  having  notified  the  Claim- 
ants, &  examined  the  Indian  Deeds,  and  other  Evidence  of  Title 
which  they  produced,  beg  Leave  to  Report, 

That  by  the  Deeds  produced  under  the  Hands  of  the  Sachems  of 
that  Countrey  in  the  Years  1648  &  1653,  and  others  about  those 
Times;  The  Indians  sold  to  the  English  not  only  the  Lands  below, 
but  also  the  Lands  above  Richmond  Fort,  all  along  the  River  Kenne- 
beck, that  Settlements  were  early  made  by  the  English  many  Miles 
above  Richmond  Fort,  and  those  Settlements  continued  for  a  con- 
siderable Time. 

That  the  Indians  in  their  Treaties  with  the  English  in  1603,  in 
1713,  &  in  1717,  agreed  that  the  English  should  quietly  &  peaceably 
enjoy  all  their  Rights  of  Land,  and  former  Settlements  &  Possessions 
in  the  Eastern  Parts  of  this  Province,  and  that  the  English  should 
be  no  Ways  molested  or  disturbed  therein 

And  that  Capt  Lithgow  and  other  Commanding  Officers  in  those
